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Memorial Day: Remembering the 
names behind the sacrifices 



This coming weekend, 
our nation will pause to re¬ 
member and pay tribute to 
those who died defending 
our country. 

That list now has more 
than 1.2 million names, 
about half of which were 
added during the four years 
of the Civil War. 

Memorial Day began 
in the wake of that conflict, 
and while about two dozen 
towns claim to be its birth¬ 
place, Congress declared 
in the 1960s that its origi¬ 
nal home is Waterloo, NY. 

There is no doubt about 
the location of the first na¬ 
tional ceremony, which 
took place in 1868 at what 
was Confederate General 


Robert E. Lee’s estate before 
the war and Arlington Na¬ 
tional Ceremony thereafter. 

In his order calling for 
the decoration of the soldiers’ 
graves, Union General John 
Logan wrote that our nation 
should always strive to make 
sure we never forget, “as a 
people, the cost of a free and 
undivided republic.” 

Nearly a century later, 
another General - Douglas 
MacArthur - told a group of 
West Point cadets what drives 
those willing to serve even at 
risk to their own lives. 

“Duty, honor, country,” 
he said. “Those three hal¬ 
lowed words reverently dic¬ 
tate what you ought to be, 
what you can be, what you 


will be. They are your rally¬ 
ing points: to build courage 
when courage seems to fail; 
to regain faith when there 
seems to be little cause for 
faith; to create hope when 
hope becomes forlorn.” 

No words better de¬ 
scribe the men and women 
who serve in uniform. They 
find courage, faith, and hope 
when it seems there are none. 
That was as true in the Revo¬ 
lutionary War as it is today, 
with our service men and 
women fighting for us in 
places like the Middle East 
and around the world. 

Kentuckians under¬ 
stand this better than most. 
One in 10 Kentucky adults 
is a veteran, and Fort Knox, 


Fort Campbell, the Ken¬ 
tucky National Guard and 
those in the Reserves have 
long played integral roles 
in our country’s defense. 
Consider the War of 1812, 
which saw more Kentuck¬ 
ians die in battle than ev¬ 
ery other state’s casualties 
combined. 

On Memorial Day, offi¬ 
cials will unveil the newest 
memorial that recognizes 
those who died while serv¬ 
ing Kentucky. This one 
will honor the 233 people, 
dating back to the early 
1900s, who were members 
of the National Guard. 

It is worth noting that 
some of their names will

Wharfmaster 
James Wayson, 72, and ad¬ 
opted son, Hobart, 14, sleep¬ 
ing on the boat were burned 
to death. 

June 1930 W. F. Wat¬ 
kins, telegraph operator here 
for over 20 years, died at 
Huntington.

Febmary 13 th Captain 
Kline Oneill purchases the 
ferry boat “Relief’ formerly 


used in the Maysville Aber¬ 
deen trade before opening of 
the new bridge at Maysville. 

F ebruary 15 th Abbie 
White, 45, seriously cut. 
Ralph Martin was arrested 
and charged with the cutting. 
He denies it. 

(Please keep in mind the 
original author of this histo¬ 
ry did not claim to have all oj 
the dates correct at the time 
he wrote this in 1932.)

later be included on a sepa¬ 
rate memorial the General 
Assembly has authorized to 
recognize those Kentuckians 
who died while serving in Iraq 
and Afghanistan. That figure 
stands at more than 100. 

All Memorial Days are 
special, but this year’s is note¬ 
worthy because it takes place 
in the midst of several major 
anniversaries. Last month 
marked 150 years since the 
end of the Civil War, for ex¬ 
ample, and this summer is the 
70th anniversary of the end of 
fighting in the European and 
Pacific theaters during World 
War II. 

We’re also in the 50th 
year recognizing the formal 
start of fighting in Vietnam 
and the 40th since it ended in 
1975. 

Our region is home to 
several heroes who gained 
national fame while in the 
military. Franklin R. Sousley, 
a Fleming County native, was 
one of the men that raised the 
flag at Iwo Jima, which be¬ 
came one of World War II’s 
most enduring moments. 

Another hero from Flem¬ 
ing County, Ambers Sapp, 
was given the Distinguished 
Service Cross for his heroism 
in World War I. Eugene Estep 
of Bracken County earned the 
same award for his service in 
Korea. 

Colonel Charles Young, 
who was bom in Mayslick, 
was one of the famed Buf¬ 


falo Soldiers and became the 
first African American to be 
named Colonel in the U.S. 
Army, the title he held when 
World War I began. 

We have many more he¬ 
roes who also made a tme 
difference when we needed 
them most. Some of them 
were personal friends, such 
as Ernie Rosser and Donnie 
Lewis, who gave the ultimate 
sacrifice. 

As we pay tribute to 
those who gave so much to so 
many, I hope you can take part 
in one of this weekend’s Me¬ 
morial Day events. If that is 
not possible, I encourage you 
to take a moment to recall the 
sacrifice given on our behalf. 
It is cmcial that we never let 
time and indifference cause 
the memory of our fallen sol¬ 
diers to fade. This is some¬ 
thing we should think about 
every day, not just Memorial 
Day and Veterans Day. 

If you are a veteran or 
are still serving, I want to say 
how much I appreciate your 
willingness to carry this mis¬ 
sion forward. Our world now 
is different in so many ways 
from the eras of the Revolu¬ 
tionary and Civil wars, but 
the commitment of our men 
and women in uniform - who 
truly understand what duty, 
honor and country mean - re¬ 
mains unchanged. 

We are forever in their 
debt, and we must never for¬ 
get.

Safe canning practices 
keep everyone healthy

Gardens are beginning 
to bear the fruits of our labor. 
Soon, it will be time to start 
thinking about preserving 
some of the excess produce 
for winter months. Safety 
is of utmost importance for 
those of us who will be pre¬ 
serving food, because, let’s 
face it, no one wants to get 
sick from poorly processed 
food. 

Bacteria, molds and 
yeast can grow quickly on 
fresh foods, and fruits and 
vegetables contain oxygen 
and enzymes that can cause 
food to spoil. Safe home can¬ 
ning methods help prevent 
the growth of these bacteria, 
yeast and molds in addition 
to removing excess oxygen 
from the food, which de¬ 
stroys spoilage enzymes and 
helps form strong vacuum 
seals on the jars. 

You should remember 
several key points of proper 
food preservation to keep 
yourself and your family 
healthy and safe from botu¬ 
lism, which can be a deadly 
form of food poisoning. 

Despite what you may 
find on the Web or social 
media, only two methods are 
acceptable for home canning 
safe, quality products. They 
are the boiling water can¬ 
ning method and the pressure 
canner method. The type of 
food you are preserving will 
dictate which method to use. 
Boiling water canners can be 
used on fruits and other prod¬ 
ucts that have a high concen¬ 
tration of acid, such as salsas 
or pickles with enough lemon 
juice or vinegar added. Acid 
helps prevent the growth of 
harmful bacteria in canned 
food. Vegetables, poultry and 
meats do not contain enough 
acid to prevent the growth of 
bacteria. For these foods, a 
boiling water canner will not 
reach a high enough temper¬ 
ature to destroy the bacteria 


that can cause botulism, so 
you must use a pressure can¬ 
ner to ensure safe process¬ 
ing. 

Make sure to use up- 
to-date equipment that’s in 
proper working condition. 
It’s never a good idea to pur¬ 
chase a pressure canner at 
a yard sale as replacement 
parts and manufacturer’s 
instructions may be no lon¬ 
ger available. Pressure can¬ 
ners made after 1997 were 
designed with more safety 
features and weigh less than 
older canners. Follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions 
on canner care and mainte¬ 
nance. For dial gauge pres¬ 
sure canners, the accuracy 
of the gauge should be tested 
each year. This can be done 
at your local Extension of¬ 
fice. 

Remember to always use 
tested, research-based reci¬ 
pes to preserve foods. These 
recipes are available in Co¬ 
operative Extension Service 
home canning publications, 
in the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Complete 

Guide to Home Canning or 
on the National Center for 
Home Food Preservation’s 
website. Follow each recipe 
as closely as possible. Do not 
make additions or changes 
unless options are provided 
in the recipe. Not following 
the recipe precisely or using 
a recipe that is not research- 
based, may not completely 
kill all bacteria and result in 
sickness. 

Use only Mason-type 
canning jars and self-seal¬ 
ing lids. Do not reuse old jars 
like those that previously 
contained peanut butter or 
mayonnaise. After process¬ 
ing, allow the jars to cool 
naturally. This helps form a 
good vacuum seal. 

More information on safe 
food preservation is available 
at the Bracken County Coop¬ 
erative Extension Service at

sailles, and Frankfort. While 
in Frankfort, Mark visited 
the Kentucky Department of 
Education.

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Results of the Kentucky 
quota elk hunt drawing 
now available to 
applicants online 

Applicants for the 2015 
Kentucky quota elk hunt may 
now go online to see if they 
were drawn. 

This year, 34,001 people 
from as far away as Hawaii 
submitted 70,348 applica¬ 
tions for the hunt. Kentucky, 
which supports the biggest 
elk herd east of the Missis¬ 
sippi River, opened a season 
for elk in 2001. 

The Commonwealth Of¬ 
fice of Technology recently 
performed an independent 
drawing to determine the win¬ 
ners and the type of permit 
to be issued. The Common¬ 
wealth Office of Technology 
provided the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources with the names of 
the successful applicants. 

Kentucky will issue 900 
general and 10 youth quota 
elk hunting permits for the 
2015-16 season. Applicants 
should go online to the de¬ 
partment’s website at fw.ky. 
gov and click onto the My 
Profile tab to see if they were 
drawn. 

Those drawn for an elk 
hunt will receive an informa¬ 
tion packet from the depart¬ 
ment with useful informa¬ 
tion specific to elk hunting 
in Kentucky. Hunters are 
responsible for finding their 
hunting location. 

Hunting areas are divided 


into an at-large area and four 
Limited Entry Areas (LEAs). 
When drawn, all hunters are 
assigned to the at-large area. 
Hunters who wish to apply 
for one of the Limited Entry 
Areas have until July 3 to do 
so. 

Limited Entry Areas 
were created in regions with 
relatively large blocks of 
public access. These areas 
are designed to prevent over¬ 
harvest of elk from land ac¬ 
cessible to the public by lim¬ 
iting the number of hunters. 
Limited Entry Areas are not 
trophy management zones, 
and should not be considered 
better hunting opportunities 
because of their different sta¬ 
tus. 

Hunters have a variety 
of resources available on the 
department’s website to help 
them decide where to go, 
including previous harvest 
results for each county and 
tract of public land. Since 
not all public lands have elk, 
hunters should look up elk 
harvest results from previous 
years to help guide their de¬ 
cision on where to apply. 

The department also en¬ 
courages drawn hunters to 
thoroughly research poten¬ 
tial hunting spots by talking 
to someone who has hunted 
elk in Kentucky, visiting the 
area to scout and interview¬ 
ing some of Kentucky’s li¬ 
censed elk guides. 

Hunters should note that 
Fishtrap Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area (WMA) in Pike 
County has been designated 
as Active Restoration Areas 
and will be off-limits to elk 
hunting this year.

Bracken Co. Fish & Game Club donates 
to Bracken County Shooting Sports 



The Bracken County Fish and Game Club held a very successful coyote derby from 
mid November to the end of February. Thirty participants from several counties were 
able to harvest 165 coyotes, 32 foxes and 8 bobcats with the total weights of each being 
5816 pounds of coyotes, 308 pounds of foxes and 174 pounds of bobcats. The entries 
were weighed at several different volunteer locations including Miller’s Home Center in 
Brooksville, Augusta Farm Supply, Lenoxburg Country Store, Dryden’s Sporting Goods, 
Nancy Logan Taxidermy, Carl Anderson Taxidermy and Licking River RV Campground 
and Bait Shop. 

After the derby was completed the club hosted an awards dinner to recognize the 
winners for the derby. There was 1 st , 2 nd and 3 rd places in three different categories for 
coyote and the winners were; Most Coyotes: 1 st Alvin Staggs, 2 nd Roy Lorah, 3 rd Richard 
Halcomb; Biggest Coyote: 1 st Gary Kinder, 2 nd Josh Figgins, 3 rd Chris Highfield; Smallest 
Coyote: 1 st Garland Case, 2 nd Justin Kinny, 3 rd Travis Pitts. There were first and second 
places awarded for the biggest foxes and bobcats: Fox: 1 st Travis Pitts, 2 nd Roy Lorah; 
Bobcat: 1 st Cody Brumley, 2 nd Garland Case. 

The coyote derby offers the sportsmen and women of the area a chance to take several 
different species during the three and a half month long event. This event is run as a fund¬ 
raiser for the Bracken County Fish and Game Club. This year the club decided to donate 
50% of the proceeds to the Bracken County Shooting Sports Club. A donation of $500 was 
presented to the shooting sports club at one of their practices. The next derby will start 
this coming November so be sure to like them on Facebook to get their updates, look for 
their flyers or come to their club meeting held the third Monday of each month at their 
clubhouse on Mattox Road.

Expertise honed by ex¬ 
perience, common sense and 
time, his brand is higher qual¬ 
ity than all who have sold out to 
one and done. 

Sparkman’s affection for 
UK hoops seems not measured 
by money, celebrity and hype, 
but style, priorities, and skilled 
team men dating to his favorite 
coach, Adolph Rupp. 

And this: “My dad would 
turn the game on (teevee), then 
listen to Cawood Ledford on ra¬ 
dio,” he said. “Cawood would 
tell it like it was. ... I miss those 
days.”

tucky such words smack of sac¬ 
rilege. 

Sparkman’s UK favorites 
tell a story too: Dan Issel, An¬ 
thony Davis, Kenny Walker, 
Mike Casey, Tony Delk, Pat 
Riley, Kyle Macy, Jamal Mash- 
burn, Sam Bowie and John 
Wall. Dedicated team men. 

“I could go on forever 
with this list,” he said, “But if 
I coached a team I would want 
these 10.” 

Finally, Sparkman had an 
issue to air. “... of all the great 
players at UK only one has been 
player of the year.
